The Work Keys program, offered through ACT, Inc.. tests skills 
required for specific jobs. Work Keys helps technical students 
understand how prepared they are for specific jobs and careers in 
the same way the ACT college entrance exam helps students deter- 
mine how ready they may be for academic study. 

All of Alabama's two-year colleges have Work Keys Programs. 
However, Shelton State is one of 12 'Work Keys service centers' 
in Alabama. As a service center, Shelton does its own testing and 
scoring of Work Keys assessments. Work Keys helps both busi- 
nesses and educators better understand each other's needs.
